GATION OF UJDROWSY WILL BASICALLY RESTRICT ITSELF TO RESEARCH AND 
ANALYSIS OF FILE INFORMATION AND CALL I KAK COVERAGE. SINCE THE 
EVIDENCE UNCOVERED VIA UPHILL’S RESEARCH TO DATE, ALTHOUGH 
INCRIMINATING, IS NECESSARILY CIRCUMSTANTIAL AND NOT SUFFICIENT 
FOR UPHILL TO MAKE AN ARREST, YET ALONE BREAK UJDROWSY, THE ONLY 
PRESENT HOPE FOR ACQUIRING THE NECESSARY EVIDENCE IS BY MORE 
AGGRESSIVE CE ACTION SUCH AS SURVEILLANCE, ILLEGAL ENTRY AND 
SEARCH, OR AUDIO INSTALLATION. SINCE UPHILL IS NOT IN A POSITION 
TO UNDERTAKE THIS TYPE OF ACTION /UJDROWSY KNOWS ALL MEMBERS OF 
UPHI LL SURVE ILLANCE TEAM , LI M I TED NUMBER OF UPH I LL PERSONNEL 
INVOLVED IN UJDROWSY INVESTIGATION; NECESSARY TECHNICAL PERSONNEL 
AND; AT DS^; : j T ; APPEARS KUBARK WILL HAVE TO UNDERTAKE IT IF IT IS 
TO BE DONE. FOB IS PRESENTLY PREPARING FOR THE APERIODICAL 
MONITORING OF UJDROWSY *S SUMMER RESIDENCE IN OBERAUDORF ON WEEK- 
ENDS THAT UJDROWSY IS RESIDENT THERE. ALTHOUGH THE POSSIBILITY 
THAT UJDROWSY IS USING W/T IS CONSIDERED TO BE VERY SLIGHT, 

C_ 3 BELIEVES THE FACT THAT WE HAVE ARRANGED SUCH COVERAGE 

WILL BE USEFUL IN HIS DEALINGS WITH UPHILL. IN ADDITION, IT IS 
HOPED THAT THE MONITOR WILL ALSO BE ABLE TO CONDUCT A LIMITED 
SURVEILLANCE OF UJDROWSY »S HOME DURING THESE PERIODS OF AID IN 
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ESTABLISHING UJDROWSY 'S PATTERN OF ACTIVITY AND IDENTIFY ANY 
VISITORS UJDROWSY RECEIVES AT OBERAUDORF. THE ABILITY FOR THE 
MONITOR TO CARRY OUT SUCH SURVEILLANCE WILL GREATLY DEPEND ON 
THE EXACT LOCATION OF THE HOTEL ROOM HE ACQUIRES AS A MONITORING 
POST. MORE INTENSE SURVEILLANCE OF UJDROWSY AT THIS TIME IS 
CONSIDERED TOO RISKY. 

2. IT IS BELIEVED THAT THE STEP MOSH LIKELY TO PRODUCE 
POSITIVE RESULTS AT THIS POINT IN THE UJDROWSY INVESTIGATION 
WOULD BE THE SURREPTITIOUS ENTRY AND SEARCH OF UJDROWSY'S SUMMER 
HOME IN OBERAUDORF. IN CONSIDERING THIS STEP, WE ARE FACED WITH 
THE FOLLOW I NG TWO S I GN I F I CANT FACTORS- THE ASSESSMENT OF UJDROWSY 
BY BOTH UPHILL AND KUBARK STAFFERS AS A SHREWD, IMAGINATIVE, 
SUSPICIOUS, AND CAPABLE INTELLIGENCE OFFICER, NECESSITATING UTMOST 
CARE AND PROFESSIONALISM IN ANY SEARCH OF HIS QUARTERS, AND THE 
LOCATION OF THE TARGET HOME IN A SMALL VILLAGE WHERE ANY UNUSUAL 
ACTIVITY, OR EVEN THE PRESENCE OF STRANGERS FOR ANY PERIOD OF TIME, 
MIGHT AROUSE THE IMMEDIATE SUSPICION OF THE LOCAL RESIDENTS, MANY 
OF WHOM ARE UNDOUBTEDLY ACQUAINTED WITH OR PERSONAL FRIENDS OF 
UJDROWSY , AN ILLEGAL ENTRY COULD BE UNDERTAKEN WITH EXISTING 
GERMAN STATION PERSONNEL, NONE OF WHICH, HOWEVER, ARE BY ANY 
MEANS PROFESSIONAL IN THE ILLEGAL ENTRY FIELD. PLEASE ADVISE US, 
THEREFORE, IF A HEADQUARTERS ILLEGAL ENTRY TEAM COULD BE MADE 
AVAILABLE TO THE GERMAN STATION FOR THE JOB. AS PRESENTLY EN- 
VISIONED, THE UNDERTAKING WOULD TAKE PLACE SOMETIME BETWEEN MID 
AND LATE SEPTEMBER, AFTER UJDROWSY HAS RETURNED , FROM H I S SUMMER 
VACATION AND HAS AGAIN ESTABLISHED HIS PATTERN OF VISITING 
OBERAUDORF ON WEEK-ENDS. THE ENTRY WOULD TAKE PLACE DURING A 
PERIOD .WHEN UPHILL WOULD SEE THAT UJDROWSY WAS AWAY TDY TO INSURE 
AGAINST; HIS SUDDEN AND UNEXPECTED APPEARANCE AT OBERAUDORF. SUR- 
VEILLANCE OF THE TARGET HOUSE TO DATE DISCLOSES THAT THE WINDOWS 
ARE SHUTTERED DURING THE WEEK WHEN NO ONE IS IN RESIDENCE. THIS 
FACT, IN CONJUNCTION WITH UPHILL'S DISPATCH OF UJDROWSY, SHOULD 
ALLOW ADEQUATE TIME FOR THE TEAM, ONCE INSIDE THE HOUSE, TO MAKE 
A THOROUGH SEARCH WITHOUT PRESSURE OF TIME. THE TEAM, IF AVAILABLE 
SHOULD COME ARMED WITH ALL THE LATEST SEARCH TECHNIQUES. UPHILL 
HAS PROMISED TO BACKSTOP THE TEAM IN THE EVENT OF A FLAP. IF 
SECURITY OF THE TEAM PERMITS, WE CAN CONSIDER HAVING AN UPHILL 
STAFFER ALONG WITH THE TEAM DURING THE OPERATION IN ORDER TO 
PROVIDE I MEDIATE BACKSTOPPING IN THE EVENT OF A FLAP. 
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PLEASE ADVISE US PROMPTLY IF THE TEAM CAN BE MADE AVAILABLE] 
THE COMPOSITION OF THE TEAM, AND WHEN WE MIGHT EXPECT THEM. IF 
POSSIBLE, AT LEAST ONE TEAM MEMBER SHOULD ARRIVE HERE IN MID-AUGUST 
TO ASSIST IN THE PREPARATIONS AND ORIENT HIMSELF TO THE SCENE. 
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
